President Roosevelt,- Donald Nelson, Lcon 
' Henderson, Joseph Grew and ottiors havo told 
■U8, over tho pout little while, that the United 
Statfis Is falllns down on Its Job as the arson&l 
of democracy.

Now whot? 

Shall we sit around some more while the 
poUtlclami decide whether they dare rlalc 
votes by antagonizing a few labor middlemen 
who misrepresent the rank and file of 
workers? 

Must we continue to wait until politicians 
weigh the dangers of Ignoring a few protes- 
alonal "farm spokesmen" who misspeak 'for 
the patriotic farmers? 

Who Is It that hangs onto the 40-hour 
week compleic, at a time when the President 
says we arc only at hall production and when 
Ponald Nelson says wo arc losing the war? 

We're not very good at organizing scrap 
drives, to keep the steel mills going. We pay 
a lot of men a lot of money to do such things 
for us— to take the lead, tell us Individuals 
what to do and how to do It.

Recently the_: papers carried A 
.story of A girl i-ho itolo her father's 
navlng.i, went awny wlUi a boy and 
apvnt them, a thousand dollara At 
a time— for nothing but foolishness, 
The boy wtll sa ts 1»11. no doubt, 
and Uie girl will suffer lifelong re- 
gret. Wliat mailc her do audi A 
thins? 

One would tiove to know Ihs girl 
before nn.nwerlng tliat question. But 
In my experlenca muoli of this steal- 
Ine of home savings comes from 1 
lack of understanding on the child' 
pnrt. ot the meaning end tho value 
of those savmga to their parents, 

Tlifi parents hoard Jealoaity. Th" 
reason for It. Uie amount ot It. the 
mcnnlnB ot It. Is kept secret from 
the chllitreh. It Is father's or moth- 
er's bu.tlncvi. and none of Uielrs, 
Tliey are excluded from any knowl- 
edge of It. and by Implication, of 
any Interest In It. That In Itself 
creates a mssltrious ataicaphcie 
about Uie whole matter, and chil- 
dren will do Uielr best to solve ariy 
family secret or mystery. 

Wrong NoUon L«Ads to Grief 

Then, In most of these situations, 
nobody ever uughl tho child the 
meaning or the value of money by 
the experience of actually earning It.

"There are 33 different prades 
scrap Iron," he cold, "and expert 
knowledge Is nceuea lor proper sep- 
aration and grading.
